Prisoners Make Escape
Last Evening.

SAWED A WAY OUT

Men are Almost Certain to Be
Recaptured Within a Short
Time:

TWO PRISONERS STAID IN

Officers Along Rallroad and Water-
front Have Been Notified and the
Escape of the Men ls Consld.
#red Next to Impomible,

A jall delivery occurred lamt night
at the county Rastile, and, semewhére
in the rain and mist, I'red Staneh and
Harry €. Lowe are wandering—fugl«
tives from jJustice.

Thelr own act places them beyond
the pale of the law.

The jall-break was not ' disbovered
until 11 d'elock, but’ becadse of the
kindness of the sheriff, the prisoners
had been able to do thelr work so
cloverly that It was not notleed, and
the men offected thelr escape without
an alarm belng glven,

Deputy Anderson, who was called
away fromm the jal for a short tima,
found, upon his return, that two bars
In the door from the corridor had been
sawed with Russinn Iron saws, and the
two on each wide had been so bent uy
to form an aperture of somy 14 Inches,
and through this the prisoners made
thelr way. After being out of the cor-
ridor, It wan only the work of a mo-
ment for the two men to break down
the outer door and escape,

Recaune of the Inferlor accommoda-
tions of the old Jall, Sherift Linville
directsd that the prisoners be allowed
the freedom of the corridor during the
cold weather, instend of belng locked
In the cold, damp cells, and to this
act of lenlency the prisoners owe the
chanoe that gave them temporary
freedom, for thelr recapture s certaln,

The work of sawing the hars wis
evidently done during the temporary
enforced ubsence of Depuly Anderson
and the ofMcers have not as yel been
nble to form o theory as o where the
saws with which the work was done
were obtained, but the bellef s ex-
premsed that Lowe, whose record la
Hittle known, had them somewhere
about his person when he was Incur-
cerated,

The loenl record of the two men s
na follows: Lowe was arrested for the
theft of some shoen by Sheriff Linville
Lowe stole the shoes, had alterations

made by the applleation of rubber
heels, and then, by n strange freak of
poetical Justice tried to sell them to

the man to whom they were consigned
in Astorin. The conalgnes recognized
the shoes an part of a delayed ship-
ment he was expecting, and the arrest
followed,

Fred Stanch, who was an employe
of the O, R, & N, rallway, was arreated
for theft from his employers, and was
followed to his  brother's home In
Washington, where the goods were
found, having been shipped there for
safe keeping, Btanch has a wife and
chlldren, but Lowe Is not known to
have uny conpections and but little In
known of his redord.

A pecullar feature of the jall de-
fivery s found In the fact that two
other prisoners, Matt! Johnson (In-
sanity), and John Tenharrl (ncouned of
making Indécent proposals to  lttle
giels In Unlontown), did not attempt
to edpcpe, and wers ocoupylng tholr
usunl places In the corrldor when the
jallor returned. They waere, doubtiess
cognlgant of the prisoners’ escape, but
they had lttla to say when intarro-
goted; In foct Tenbari has no Bnglish,
and Johnson wis yesterday morning
adjudged Insade,

The avenues of escape, unless by a
skiff, have been dlosed on the water
front, and it is belleved that the men
have elther gone along the line of the
A. & C, raliroad or are tramping “oross
country,” nnd the officers at all places
they must pass have been notified,

having gone up to hin reserves near
Goble for a duck hunt last night,

It is learned that Lowe Is a tele-
graph operator, and that he has a paid-
up oard in the Order of Rallroad Tele-
graphers. This, it I8 surmised, will
impel him to follow the line of the
rallroads out of town, in which case
hin immediate caplure s certain,

Killed By Revolver,

Kelly was one
of the foremnost supporters of John E,
Redmond and the Irinh National
League In thin country, It Is sald he
wins Inst seen last October 26, at a
meeling of the Continental Trust Com-
pany, of which he Is a director In
Phllndelphia.

It Is sald that he led the element of
the Clan-Na-Gael In  Phiiadelphla
which took up the Redmond land
acheme for Ireland two years ago. A
feud followed, which was carried Into
the Iast conventlon of the Anclent Or-
der of Hibernians
r"""‘"‘ for Kelly has been‘very qulet,
his Alsappearanec being known to few
persone.  Police and other means have
falled to find trace of bim, and for
some reason which none would Jdis-
olose, there seeme o be ground to be-
lleve that knowledge of hin fate ls to
be found In that city. It was his cus-
tom to come here twice weekly on
business,

Kelly is B3 years of age, flve feet
ten Inches In height and welghs 190
pound.

Holds Japs Off.

FIRST GOOD TIDINGS

Port Arthur Has Provisions for
Three Months on Regu-
lar Rations,

COMMANDER MAKES ESCAPE

Fort Expects Relief From the Efforts
of the Baltic Squadron, Which Is
New Thought to be Only a
Week's Travel Away.

Chee Foo, Dec. 17 (Midnight.)—
Commander Mizzeneoff, the sxecullve
officer of the Rusdlan battleship Pul-
tava, untll the vetsel was disarmed
and who, on December® 15 headed the
party of seven Russjans from Port Ar-
thur which reached here In a sallbont
yonterday with dispatches, sald to the
Amsoclated Press correspondent here
tonight that there are 15000 men In
the line of forts at Port Arthur.

Continuing, he sald: “"Every bulld-
Ing In the town s more or less in-
Jured, and General Stoessel han put
the entire population on a regular
ration sufficient to last them for three
montha, .

“The hospltals, at this time, contain
over K000 patients, and the Sevastopol
Is the only warship that hos not dis-
armed. She sunk one Japanes: tor-
pedoboat near the entrance to the har-
bor."

The commander's news Is of greater
importance than any that has been
recélved nince the fortress of Port
Arthur wias Invested months ago,

Among other things he relates that
Redar Admiral Wirenlus, while making
a trip to the entranec of the harbor on
i tour of Inapection, was wounded by a
fragment of u shell which burst near
him, and for a time the consequances
of the wound bade falr to be serlous,
though his recovery is since assured.

When Miseneoft left Port Arthur
In his sallboat it was the calculation
of the beleagured oficers that the Bal-
tle, or second Pacific sguadron, Was
about 10 days distant,

The commander expressed the bellef
that the fortress pannot be captured
by the Japanese for some months yet,
if at all, for the moral effect of the
damage to the town has been lost and
Genernl Stoessel has moved the gar-
rison to the walls, dispensed with com-
forts of all kinds and is prepared to
offer n resistance behind his battle-
ments that will coqt the Japanes: a
loss of life they dare not hasard In
escilnde

Guners Improving.

Harbin, Dec. 18 —(Correspondence
of The Assoclated Press). “Back and
forth along the mllway, now that
there Is not much in the way of ac-
tive fighting.” writes a staff correa-
pondent of the Assoclated Press,. “one
meels many Interesting acquaintances,
nearly all of whom have something to
8dd to the general story of the war
Coming up the last time across the
Ttsun river, I was put up for the night
by the bridge guard. There s an lron
hridge acrosa the river with a Hitle
fort ut each end and & boat patrolling
the river beneath to guard against
sudden descents of the Chinese ban-
dits who are alwiys on the alert to
annoy the linea of communicaton,
even If they canfot cut them. But
the rallway guard I8 o very moblie or-
ganization nnd  ean  concentrate @
strong force up or down the line at
short notice while the guard boat
makes the river banks untenable for
an enemy.

you are going to see chunges |
Ching's Internal economy. There are
& gréeal many of us especially in the
south who have studied the question
thoroughly. We know what we want
in the way of Chinese reforms and
we are going to get them after this
war on the border Is out of the way.'

“On a premontory high above the
Tisun Is perched a pretty Chinese vil-
lnge and here in established one of the
neat, clean and compact Zenstvo hos-
pitals. One of the doctors had much
to say of the wounded of whom he
has handled hundreds and seen thous-
ands, Curlously enough' he sald
‘the majority of our wounded are shot
in the head, 1 attributed this to the
shrapnel bursting In  the air. The
Japanese artillery has been responal-
ble for the most of our casunities so
far. It In the most effective arm of

““We have many examples of the
stolesmm and devotion of the soldiers
who come under our care. 1 was at-
tending a dylng Cossack recently. He
was In terrible pain. 1 stopped to ask
him at the end what message he had
to mend to his parents or relatives
He guve me the number of his rifle
and roequested that it should be sent
to his commander. Another soldler
limped In here on fool. He had re-
fused to et the stretcher men cary
him maying there were others wao
needed Lhe stretchers more, His fool
was amputated within an hour/

“In thé fleld hospitals the men are
put 256 In a tent. They preserve thelr
disciplitie -.even In bed and elect ope
of thelr tant mates usually one of the
foss seversly wounded as commander.
All this Is quite independent of the
regulations. The wounded take or-
ders from thelr tent chlef and when-
ever there In o shortage of helpers and
there usually is, they help the doctors

COMMITTEE REPORTS MONDAY

Drain on the City Treasury Has Not
Been Severe in the Past Year, But
on Other Hand, Few Streets
Have Been Improved.

A meeting of the charter revision
committee of th, city council was held
lust evening for the purpose of com-
pleting Its report, which will go to the
city council on Monday. The full com-

mittee, including the city attorney and
the clty engineer were present.

The discussion ran through several
hours, though the report as it will be
presented, was unanimous n its tenor.

Recommendation la made that tae
exiating proviglon for an assessment of
16 per cent of the assessel valuation
for street Improvement be Increased to
100 per cent, or the full assessed valu-
atlon. Under this arrangement there
will be no increased revenue, but the
olty will not, in the event of Its adop-
tlon, be lable for the excess, and the
property must bear it all. The drain-
age on the clty resourves has not bean
severe In the past

Only the lots will be assessed In the
future, and not the Improvements,
That I8, the value of the lots will be
ussessed for Improvements, but the
value of the Improvements will be Jde-
durted.

SHE STAYS IN JALL

Medicine Denied Her for Fear of
a Possible Suicide in Her
Cell.

TALE OF CLEVELAND WOMAN

Intimates That Mrs. Chadwick Is the
Highest-Priced Folly Since Mare
Anthony Lost Ceasarship Over
the Queen of Egypt.

Cleveland, Dec. 17.—Mre. Chadwick
was arriigned before Judge Wing In
the U, 8. District court today, pleaded
not gullity on évery charge, and Je-
clined to give ball, She was remanded
to jall to await trial,

President Bechwith and Casbler
Spear of the Citizens Natlonal bank of
Oberlin, were arraigned at the same
time and allowed to depart after fur-
nishing bonds, ench in the amount of
125,000, an increase of $15.000 over the
bond furnished previously.

There were few persons abou Lhe
jall when Mre Chadwick entered the
carriage to be taken to the court
house, nor was there anyone
the federsl court bullding or in
of It. She entéred the court room so
heavily veiled It 'was Impossible to see
her face. She walked feebly, and was
supported at every step,

After leaving the court room Mrs,
Chadwick found a carrlage was not
in waiting. To avold belng stared at
by people In the hallways, the deputies
took her back to the second floor, There
she remained - till the carringe was
procured.

On reaching jail Mre. Chadwick was
perceptibly weaker than when she
started Into court. Mrs. Chadwick re-
quested medicine, brought from New
York, be sent her. It Is in possession
of Jaller Eggers, and Dr. Wall ordered
it be not given her, saying she I8 under
his treatment, and, while the drugs
may be perfectly harz:less, neverthe-
less he is dnacquainted with the pre-
scription and does not care to have
her take the medicine.

Bheriff Barry today Is of a firm de-
termination not to allow either Emii
Chadwick or Freda Swanstrom, nurse,
to see the prisoner. Both have been
heretofore allowed to call on her,
Bringing articles to Mra. Chadwick
is & violation of the jail rules, he de-
clared Iater, because of the sheriff's
refusal to allow them to se2 her.
